Cutting 
red tape 

Throne speech promises 
fewer hurdles for energy firms 


Alberta’s throne speech 
promises less red tape for 
big business so the belea¬ 
guered energy sector can 
position itself to lead the 
province out of the reces¬ 
sion. 

This will include fewer 
environmental “hurdles” 
for conventional oil and 
natural gas development. 

“We must minimize the 
cost of doing business 
here, including the cost of 
regulation,” said Lt.-Gov. 
Norman Kwong, who read 
the speech in the legisla¬ 
ture Thursday. 

Premier Ed Stelmach’s 
Progressive Conservative 
government has signalled 
that Alberta must im¬ 
prove its global environ¬ 
mental image to avoid be¬ 
ing shunned by major en¬ 
ergy-consuming nations. 

Albertans value a clean 
environment, but “that is 
not always the perception 
beyond our borders,” says 
the speech. 

“Our economy will be 
seriously harmed if access 
to the U.S. energy market 


is impaired. We ... must 
secure access to the 
emerging clean-energy 
market south of the bor¬ 
der.” 

Environmentalists have 
been turning up the heat 
on Alberta over massive 
oilsands projects, a major 
source of emissions 
linked to global warming. 

The province was also 
embarrassed on the inter¬ 
national stage when 1,600 
ducks were killed after 
landing on a lake-sized 
oilsands tailings pond. 

The throne speech 
promises continued in¬ 
vestment in research to 
eventually eliminate the 
ponds, but mentions no 
specific timelines. 

Stelmach’s Tories hold 
68 seats in the 83-seat leg¬ 
islature, but have been 
sagging in recent polls. 

The premier has ap¬ 
peared to be in damage- 
control mode as of late 
with a recent cabinet 
shuffle and an overhaul of 
his communications 
team. metro edmonton

Trio adjust diet to raise awareness of food-poor locals

Their fridges are all but 
empty and their waistlines 
are shrinking for a charita¬ 
ble social experiment that 
mimics the everyday reali¬ 
ty of food-insecure 
Edmontonians. 

“I’m hungiy all the time,” 
Traqr Hyatt said, four days 
after digging into a severely 
slashed food budget. 

Meet the Working Poor 
Diet, a challenge embarked 
upon by three young profes¬ 
sionals attempting to bring 
awareness to the plight of 
locals with empty plates. 

Until the end of the 
month, the trio will only 
consume food bought on 
their individual budgets of 
$80. No catered lunches, no 
free samples and no after¬ 
work drinks — nothing.

“We take those things for 
granted every day,” partici¬ 
pant Jeff Gonek said. 

For the second year in a 
row, the group is attempt¬ 
ing to fill up on foods rec¬ 
ommended the Canada 
Food Guide. 

“It’s possible to live, but 
not totally by the guide,” 
Hyatt said. “I can buy a bot¬ 
tle of Pepsi for $1, but a car¬ 
ton of milk is $4.” 

They’ve based their budg¬ 
ets on earnings gained from 
a full-time job at Alberta 
minimum wage, deducting 
average expenses like rent, 
utilities, transportation and 
leisure. 

Common, inexpensive in¬ 


gredients include discount¬ 
ed rice, beans and produce. 

Preparation, coupon clip¬ 
ping and menu planning 
has roughly quadrupled 
their time spent on food, a 
reality that Edmonton’s 
Food Bank spokeswoman 
Tamisan Bencz-Knight says 
is lived daily by locals. 

“It’s a good representa¬ 
tion,” she said. 

“The difference for these 
guys is that they’re done at 
the end of the month.” 

The charity is taking do¬ 
nations as part of the initia¬ 
tive. 

Last year, challengers 
raised $3,000 for Edmon¬ 
ton’s Food Bank. This year’s 
goal is set at $5,000. 

“It’s such a wealthy 
province. There are so 
many people here who 
have,” Hyatt said. “I never 
thought of the ‘have-nots’ 
before this.” 


Distinguished 
researcher 
calls it a career 

LAND Friends, family and 
colleagues gathered on 
Thursday at the Alberta Re¬ 
search Council, now part of 
Alberta Innovates — Tech¬ 
nology Futures, to celebrate 
the career and retirement 
of their “resident dinosaur.”

“There have been lots of 
great memories,” said 
Joseph Beres, who’s worked 
with Macyk for 40 years. 

“Teny grew up on the 
farm and besides being aca¬ 
demic, he worked in the 
field with us too, like he

Buy American deal reached 

Canada poised for exemption from U.S. protectionist rules 


Canada and the United 
States will announce Friday 
that the year-long dispute 
over protectionist Buy 
American provisions has fi¬ 
nally been resolved, The 


Canadian Press has 
learned. 

A source familiar with the 
negotiations suggested that 
Canada would be granted a 
Buy American exemption 


involving any contracts 
funded from what remains 
of the $787-billion US eco¬ 
nomic stimulus package 
passed by Congress last 
year.

RCMP says outside 
investigations needed 


LAW AND ORDER The RCMP 
plans to ask outsiders to in¬ 
vestigate serious incidents 
involving Mounties. 

Commissioner William 
Elliot says cases in which of¬ 
ficers are linked to death, 
serious injuiy or criminal 
behaviour will be referred 
to provincial or federal or¬ 
ganizations for investiga¬ 
tion. 

Elliot says the policy also 
allows the national force to 
ask an “external law-en¬ 
forcement agency or other 
duly authorized investiga¬ 
tive agency” to conduct the 
probe. 

And in cases where that’s 
not possible, the RCMP may 
appoint at least two Moun¬ 
ties from another province, 
along with independent ob¬ 
servers to review their find¬ 
ings. 

Any officers assigned to 
investigating their own will 
be screened for possible 
conflict of interest and, 
where possible, the primary 


investigator should outrank 
the subject. 

Elliot says the RCMP 
“must strive to be as open 
and transparent as possible 
and fully accountable” for 
its actions. 

“We would prefer the 
RCMP never to be called up¬ 
on to conduct investiga¬ 
tions of our employees,” El¬ 
liot said. “In some 
provinces, regimes are in 
place to conduct independ¬ 
ent investigations. 

“The RCMP encourages 
the adoption of independ¬ 
ent investigative bodies for 
all jurisdictions.”

I used to think I 
was pretty damn good at 
it, but having Crocker as a 
teacher has made me re¬ 
think that. I’m not sure I 
could ever make commu¬ 


nication come alive as well 
as Crocker does.

My time with Crocker 
was short, but it will re¬ 
main with me forever. I’ll 
never look at someone 
who is signing and not 
think about his teaching 
excellence.

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Questioning the magic at Herbal Magic 


When Stacey Edgar wanted 
to drop about 50 pounds, 
she decided to tiy Herbal 
Magic. It’s one of the biggest 
weight loss companies in 
Canada — with more than 
300 stores coast to coast. 

“When they’re selling 
you, you’re just concentrat¬ 
ing on how awesome you’re 
going to look, and how it’s 
going to change your life,” 
says Edgar. “And then they 


write all the numbers down, 
but they don’t give you a 
breakdown of the cost.” 

Herbal Magic clients sign 
a one-year contract with a 
base price of about $1,000, 
which includes weekly 
weigh-ins, a low-cal diet and 
counselling. But the biggest 
cost to customers? Two 
mandatoiy herbal supple¬ 
ments, called WM-2000 and 
Chromagic — about an ex¬ 
tra $250 per month. 

And how do those two 
supplements help? When 
we visited stores with hid¬ 
den cameras, staff told us 
the supplements were im¬ 
portant for weight loss. 

So we asked Natural Stan¬ 
dard in Boston — a research 
institute that assesses the 


science on the safety and ef¬ 
ficacy of natural health 
products — to examine the 
ingredients and the claims. 
It determined, when it 
comes to the mandatoiy 
supplements, there was in¬ 
sufficient evidence to make 
claims for weight loss. 

We took our findings to 
Herbal Magic president Fras¬ 
er Clarke and asked him 
what scientific evidence the 
company has to back up 
claims for those two manda¬ 
toiy supplements. “Each of 
our products contains ingre¬ 
dients that have clinical 
studies to support any 
claims that we make about 
those,” he said. 

But many of those studies 
don’t directly relate to 


weight loss. A handful of 
studies showed potentially 
encouraging results for par¬ 
ticular ingredients, but 
more study would be need¬ 
ed to draw any conclusions. 

Obesity experts say the di¬ 
et industiy should be regu¬ 
lated.

Deadly day for civilians 
and militants alike 


A suicide car bomber deto¬ 
nated his explosives near 
a hotel in southern 
Afghanistan, killing at 
least six people and 
wounding nearly two 
dozen, officials said. 

Thursday’s blast in Kan¬ 
dahar occurred as NATO 
and Afghan forces prepare 
for a joint offensive against 
Taliban militants in the 
neighbouring province of 
Helmand in a major bid to 
break the Taliban strangle¬ 
hold on the south. 

A policeman in the dis¬ 
trict where the blast hap¬ 
pened, Ahmed Shah Khan, 
said the bomber’s target 
was not immediately clear, 
and the explosives may 
have detonated premature¬ 
ly. The six killed, including 
a child, were near the hotel, 
according to hospital offi¬ 
cial Mohammad Ibrahim. 


AntMED expertise 

• The U.S. is considering a 
plan that would give NATO 
allies access to some of the 
equipment and expertise 
used by American troops to 
deter roadside bombs. 

He said 18 people were 
wounded. 

NATO has sent reinforce¬ 
ments into Kandahar, fear¬ 
ing the Taliban are en¬ 
croaching on the city of 
800,000 people.

Man gets 10 
years for raping 
own daughter 


A Polish court has convict¬ 
ed a man who held his 
daughter captive for six 
years, raped her repeated¬ 
ly and fathered two sons 
with her. Krzysztof 
Bartoszuk was sentenced 
Thursday to 10 years in 
prison. 

Tlie entirety of tlie Polisli 
trial took place behind 
closed doors to protect the 
daughter, now 23, and oth¬ 
er family members. Re¬ 
porters and TV cameras 
were only allowed in the 
court briefly Thursday to 
hear part of the verdict 
read. 

Janusz Sulima, a 
spokesman for the court, 
said Bartoszuk, 47, was 
found guilty of multiple 
counts of rape, sexual acts 
with a minor and physical 
and psychological abuse 
against the daughter and 
other family members, 
among other charges. 

Bartoszuk admitted to 
having sex with his daugh¬ 
ter but insisted it was con¬ 
sensual. As he walked out of 
the court, he told reporters 
he plans to appeal. 

Bartoszuk has been in

Joojoo joins tablet market 


The Source boosts

Arrington is seeking 
damages and to keep Fu¬ 
sion Garage from selling or 
profiting from the Joojoo 
device. His lawyer didn’t 
return a message seeking 
comment about whether 
they might take further le¬ 
gal action. 

The tablet landscape has 
changed dramatically 


since the Joojoo was first 
unveiled. At the Interna¬ 
tional Consumer Electron¬ 
ics Show in Januaiy, 
Hewlett-Packard Co., Dell 
Inc. and others presented 
tablet prototypes. Less 
than a month later, Apple 
Inc. took the wraps off a 
long-anticipated version it 
calls the iPad. 

Apple’s iPhone upended 
the smart phone category, 
leaving competitors scram¬ 
bling to come out with 
touch-screen phones and 
application stores of their 
own. Many analysts expect 
Apple’s iPad to define the 
tablet category in the same 
way. 
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TELECOM BCE Inc, owner of 
the country’s largest phone 
company, says its acquisi¬ 
tion of The Source electron¬ 
ics stores and the remaining 
half of Virgin Mobile Cana¬ 
da helped increase its 
fourth-quarter revenues by 
3.9 per cent. 

BCE’s overall revenue 
rose to $4.65 billion for the 
final three months of last 
year, while its net earnings 
in the fourth quarter were 
$350 million, or 46 cents per 
common share. A year earli¬ 
er, BCE lost $48 million or 
six cent per share. 

As usual, telephone divi¬ 
sion Bell Canada provided 


the biggest share of the 
company’s revenue. Bell’s 
sales rose by nearly $200 
million to $3.98 billion. 

The Source, a national 
Canadian retailer acquired 
last year by BCE after Circuit 
City went bankrupt and 
closed its U.S. stores, helped 
Bell increase equipment 
and other revenue to $324 
million in the quarter from 
$143 million a year before. 

“We met or exceeded all 
of the increased financial 
guidance targets that we set 
(in August) for the compa- 
nys,” said chief financial of¬ 
ficer Siim Vanaselja.

Ask anyone in NASCAR 
about the many, many 
industry ailments and the 
answer is that everything 
will be just fine. 

They better be right. 

NASCAR opened at Day¬ 
tona International Speed¬ 
way on Thursday for the 
first practice session of 
what’s expected to be one 
of the most critical seasons 
in the sport’s history. 

Faced with slumping at¬ 
tendance and television 
ratings, and economic 
woes that have handcuffed 
teams and manufacturers, 
NASCAR has planned a se¬ 
ries of adjustments de¬ 
signed to re-energize the 
industiy. 

There’s no 
doubt that it’s 
a clear reac¬ 
tion to grow¬ 
ing fan unrest. 

“I think the 
fans want to 
see results,” 
veteran driver 
Jeff Burton 
said. “The fans 
have been 
speaking for 
the last several years say¬ 
ing we want to see differ¬ 
ent stuff. I think if we give 
it to them, and it’s differ¬ 
ent, and the racing doesn’t 
improve from it, then 
yeah, this is a critical year.” 

The first test was expect¬ 
ed to be Saturday night in 
the exhibition Budweiser 
Shootout, when 24 drivers 
will run the first race un¬ 
der NASCAR’s new “Boys, 
have at it” policy that 
green-lighted aggressive 
driving. 

But the drivers didn’t 
even make it through 
Thursday’s first practice 


session without incident.

Gold expected for men's hockey team 


Steve Yzerman will be 
thinking it. Every player in 
the dressing room will be 
thinking it. Many 
Canadian hockey fans will 
be thinking it, too. 

Only gold will do for 
Team Canada at the Van¬ 
couver Olympics. And no¬ 
body is making any apolo¬ 
gies for it. 

Never mind Russia is cur¬ 
rently the top-ranked coun- 
tiy in men’s hockey or that 
Canadian NHL players have 
two Oljmipic disappoint¬ 
ments to go with their gold¬ 
en moment in 2002. Forget 
recent failures at the IIHF 
World Hockey Champi¬ 
onship or the fact that no 
men’s team has won 
Olympic gold on home soil 
in three decades. 

“You’ve got to set your 


sights as high as possible,” 
said veteran defenceman 
Chris Pronger, about to 
compete in his fourth 
Olympics. “We’re not going 
there to get silver. Our goal 
is not to get a bronze or 
qualify for a medal. It’s to 
win gold ... I don’t think 
there’s one guy if you ask if 
they think we can win gold, 
they’re going to say, ‘Uh, 
geez, I don’t know.’” 

If it sounds audacious, 
that’s because it is. 

The game’s borders have 
been open for decades and 
top players from Russia, 
Sweden, Finland, the U.S.

REVIEW Dear John is the lat¬ 
est romantic weepy adapt¬ 
ed from a novel by Nicolas 
Sparks (A Walk To Remem¬ 
ber, The Notebook). Like 
all previous movies to 
spring from his sentimen¬ 
tal pen.

Instead it’s set in Sparks’ 
fantasy world where eveiy- 
one is impossibly nice and 
tragedies exist only to 
prompt personal growth. 

If you like watching pret¬ 
ty actors mope around and 
pine for each other with 
virginal purity and no emo¬ 
tional complexity, then this 
movie is for you. It’s the 
cinematic equivalent of a 
Hallmark card: cheap, sen¬ 
timental, and instantly dis¬ 
posable. 

The film follows two 
twentysomethings named 
John and Savannah who 
embark on a two-week 
summer love affair. He’s an 
army lad on leave with a 
mildly autistic father and 
she’s a sensitive college 
student with an interest in 


mental illness. 

In sort, they are made (or 
written) for each other and 
their relationship blooms 
through snail mail as John 
serves in the army. John’s 
plan to come home is in¬ 
terrupted by 9/11 and he 
re-enlists, but she can’t 
wait any longer. 

This leads to heartbreak 
until it turns out the Savan¬ 
nah falls for the one man 
who John can accept be¬ 
cause he suffers from can¬ 
cer and therefore wins audi¬ 
ence sjmipathy by default. 
Sounds just like real life, 
doesn’t it? 

Dear John is hard to take 
seriously. Director Lasse 
Hallstrom clearly had a de¬ 
cent budget to work with 
and turns in a glossy adap¬ 


tation that’s one further 
step removed from reality. 
It also doesn’t help that 
the device of having the 
couple’s relationship build 
through letters doesn’t 
translate well to the 
screen. 

Still, if you’re someone 
who loves to ciy through 
movies, this one is made 
for you. With long pas¬ 
sages dedicated to war tom 
lovers, autism, cancer and 
Sept. 11, it’s like getting 
four melodramas for the 
price of one. 

That’s a real bargain that 
will either take you to han¬ 
kie heaven or send you 
mnning from the theatre.

From Paris with Love sees 
action guru Luc Besson 
(Leon: The Professional) 
reunite with Pierre Morel 
in an attempt to repeat 
the surprise success that 
they had with last year’s 
Taken. 

This time the producer/di¬ 
rector team have embraced 
a lighter tone by pairing 
two Johns (Travolta and 
Rhys Meyers) in an action 
buddy comedy set in Paris. 

On paper the film sounds 
like it could be a fun explo¬ 
sion and one-liner packed 
romp, but sadly it doesn’t 
live up to those expecta¬ 
tions. There’s a resounding 
sense that we’ve seen it all 


before and the two lead ac¬ 
tors are distractingly mis¬ 
cast. 

Jonathan Rhys Meyers 
plays an uptight go-getter 
tiying to worm his way into 
the CIA who is assigned to 
escorting John Travolta’s ex¬ 
perienced special agent 
through a bullet-filled trip 
to Paris. Rhys Meyers insists 
on doing eveiything by the 
book, but Travolta just can’t 
play by the rules. Sound fa¬ 
miliar? It is. The only differ¬ 
ence is that in this rendition 
of the well-worn tale, Travol¬ 
ta seems to be playing a 
gangsta complete with a 
shaved head, bling, and 
slang that the actor doesn’t 
seem to understand. 

The action is fast, furious, 
and entertaining, but with¬ 
out characters worth caring 
about it amounts to little 
more than loud noises. 

There is fun to be had 
watching all the big budget 
shenanigans, but it can be 
hard to sit through the tired 
“snappy” dialogue scenes 
between the shootouts. 


The movie is a mess. It’s 
an entertaining mess that 
admittedly some might en¬ 
joy as braindead fun, but 
one that will be quickly for¬ 
gotten.

Instead of becoming frus¬ 
trated by their son’s incon¬ 
solable tantrums, the well- 
traveled couple saw 
Rowan’s autism as a “gate¬ 
way to adventure” and set 
off to Mongolia where Ru¬ 
pert (who previously wit¬ 
nessed shamanic healing as 
a journalist) sought refuge 
for his son in the nation 
where shamanism is a 
“state religion.” 

As such. The Horse Boy 
documents the family’s ex¬ 
traordinary journey riding

horseback across the Mon¬ 
golian plains, enduring 
bizarre shamanic rituals 
and visiting “healing 
springs.” The result is stun¬ 
ning, even if the film’s in¬ 
sights are not. With some 
pacing problems and little 
tension. The Horse Boy suc¬ 
ceeds more as a testament 
to parental love than it 
does as cinematic drama. 

However, with a charm¬ 
ing trio of loving subjects 
and some slyly-placed ex¬ 
perts discussing the nature 
of autism. The Horse Boy 
will surely enlighten audi¬ 
ences if not fully answer 
the elusive questions that 
plagued the Isaacson fami¬ 
ly in the first place.

His best known work is 
The Notebook, a cross-gen¬ 
erational love story that 
spent over a year as a New 
York Times hardcover top 
seller. 

Inspired by the story of 
his wife’s grandparents’ six¬ 
ty-year marriage, the novel 
became a 2004 movie star¬ 
ring Canadians Ryan 
Gosling and Rachel 
McAdams. The tale of love 
and Alzheimer’s is emotion¬ 
ally manipulative — writer 
Gary Panton called this pas¬ 
sionate tearjerker “mushier 
than a mushed-up bowl of 
mushy peas that’s just been 
mushed in an industrial- 
strength mushifier”— but 
opening weekend it surfed 
a wave of tears to the box 
office top five.

Why wait for that 
monthly issue of Rolling 
Stone — better yet, those 
British music mags that 
take months to make it to 
Chapters — when you can 
subscribe to each of them 
as a service? Constantly up¬ 
dating music magazines 
with video and interactive 
features? I’m in. 

New Opportunities for 
traditional radio: like most 
iPods (the most current 
Nano an exception), there’s 
no provision of any kind of 
old-school radio listening. 
It’s expected that if you 
want radio, you’ll listen to 
the online stream. There’s a 
huge opportunity for radio 


companies to adapt their 
broadcasting models to pro¬ 
vide not only real-time 
streams of their program¬ 
ming but an untold number 
of services on demand. 

With the iPod function, 
we’ll get whatever music we 
want whenever we want it 
wherever we are. What 
about all the other things ra¬ 
dio stations offer? Weather? 
Traffic? Want to hear the 
morning show again?

Brilliant, passionate and autistic 

H BO film explores the unique life story of renowned scientist Temple Grandin 


When actress Catherine 
O’Hara came face-to-face 
with the remarkable 
woman whose life story is 
told in the made-for-TV 
movie, Temple Grandin, 
she says she was 
overcome with a desire to 
hug the brilliant scientist. 

Trouble is, she knew 
that Grandin’s autism 
meant she had an intense 
aversion to being touched. 

“When you hear her sto- 
ly, you really do, you just 
want to hug this woman,” 
the gregarious O’Hara ex¬ 
claims during a recent 
stop in Toronto to pro¬ 
mote the film. I 

“Just because she’s 
amazing and you want to 
be as near to her as you 
can be.” 

Her recent meeting with 
the renowned scientist is 
top-of-mind as she discuss¬ 
es her latest film. Temple 
Grandin, airing Saturday 
on HBO Ganada. 

She says the encounter 


ended with Grandin and 
the cast arm-in-arm for a 
group photo, and says that 
as Grandin’s fame has 
risen, so too has her toler¬ 
ance for fans who want to 
be near her. 

O’Hara plays Grandin’s 
Aunt Ann in the film, 
which traces an incredible 
stoiy of perseverance and 
passion. 

The movie begins with

Grandin as a 
frustrated teen labelled 
unteachable, and follows 
her blossoming interest in 
science and a unique em¬ 


pathy for animals that 
eventually makes her an 
expert on animal behav¬ 
iour and autism. 

Glaire Danes plays 
Grandin, a task that in¬ 
volved adopting a slew of 
quirky mannerisms that 
include a heavy-footed 
gait, childlike enthusiasm 
and an odd, declarative 
speaking tone. 

“She’s just so totally 
this woman,” O’Hara mar¬ 
vels. 

She’s so convincing as 
the autistic genius that 
viewers may at first have a 
hard time getting beyond 
the bizarre mannerisms to 
surrender to the stoiy, 
O’Hara allows. 

“If you’re in comedy, 
people run with you with 
that but I think it’ll proba¬ 
bly take a moment,” says 
O’Hara. 

O’Hara’s Aunt Ann owns 
a cattle farm where 
Grandin spends the sum¬ 
mer as a teen. It’s there

that the curious animal 
lover develops a fascina¬ 
tion for cows and their 
mannerisms, and takes 
note of such peculiarities 
as the movement of a 
horse’s ears and the differ¬ 
ent types of moos that 
cows make. 

From there, Grandin 
goes on to study animal be¬ 
haviour at university and 


develops a new way of cat¬ 
tle handling that revolu¬ 
tionizes the way livestock 
is raised for slaughter. 
She’s now professor of ani¬ 
mal science at Golorado 
State University, the au¬ 
thor of an array of books 
and a frequent speaker on 
autism. 

“It’s a really great, inter¬ 
esting strong, funny story 


where I personally 
learned so much about 
cows and what they need 
and how they think,” says 
O’Hara, noting that 
Grandin has designed 
over half the slaughter 
houses in North America 
and tours the world 
speaking on ways to han¬ 
dle cows humanely.

Taylor had Grammy tech troubles 


PERFORMANCE The head of 
Taylor Swift’s record label 
is fired up and ready to de¬ 
fend his superstar from 
people who are criticizing 
her Grammy-night per¬ 
formance. 

“She is the voice of this 
generation. She speaks di¬ 
rectly to (her fans), and 
they speak directly back to 
her,” said Big Machine 
Records GEO Scott 
Borchetta in a telephone 
interview. 

“This is not American 
Idol. This is not a competi¬ 
tion of getting up and see¬ 
ing who can sing the high¬ 
est note. This is about a 
true artist and writer and 
communicator. It’s not 
about that technically per¬ 
fect performance.” 

Borchetta first respond¬ 
ed to the backlash in the 
Tennessean. Asked by The 
Associated Press why he 
felt the need to defend 
Swift, he said because the 
criticism was “just over 
the top.” 

Swift rehearsed her per¬ 
formance and duet with 
Stevie Nicks two different 
times at the Staples Genter 
in Los Angeles in front of a 
crowd of people. Gritics 
were nicer then. Entertain¬ 
ment Weekly wrote of 
the rehearsal, “The 
two women’s 
voices compli¬ 
mented each 
other nicely on 
the harmonies i 


of Rhiannon...” 

But on Sunday night’s 
Grammy show, Borchetta 
said Swift had a technical 
issue that made her woriy 
about her performance. 
(Attempts to reach the 
Recording Academy went 
unanswered.) 

“We had a volume prob¬ 
lem in the ear. So, she was 
concerned that she wasn’t 
able to hear eveiything in 
the mix,” Borchetta said. 
“That’s just part of live TV. 
... So you’re going to have 
difficulties on occasion. 
Unfortunately, on one of 
the biggest stages, we did 
have a technical issue. She 
couldn’t hear herself like 
she had in rehearsal.” 

As quickly as you could 
say Fearless, bloggers and 
media outlets, including 
the New York Times and 
the Washington Post, 
pounced 
on 



Swift’s performance. The 
chatter at times overshad¬ 
owed the four Grammys 
she won — including al¬ 
bum of the year. 

Borchetta said he 
doesn’t need critics to give 
the 20-year-old the benefit 
of the doubt: “What we 
have is so much bigger 
than that. Am I going to 
ask them to turn their 
heads, no, I don’t need 
them to.” 

It’s doubtful her fans 
will abandon Swift any¬ 
time soon, judging by the 
congratulations and posi¬ 
tive comments on her 
Facebook and MySpace 
pages, or that those with 
tickets to the second leg 
of her sold-out Fearless 
tour will throw them 
away because she had a 
bad night. 

And Borchetta has a 
message to all of her crit¬ 
ics. “If you haven’t seen 
her live performance, 
you’re welcome to come 
out as my guest to a Taylor 
Swift show and experience 
the whole thing, because 
it’s amazing. You can see 
her in her element. 
There’s a reason tickets are 
selling like they are.” 

Swift’s Fearless album 
has sold over five million 

copies and was last year’s 
■ top-selling album. She 
will resume the Fear¬ 
less tour March 4 in 
Tampa, Fla. 
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Stewart-O’Reilly showdown 


Comic Jon Stewart told con¬ 
servative TV host Bill 
O’Reilly that he has 
become the voice of sanity 
on Fox News Channel, 
although “that’s like being 
the thinnest kid at fat 
camp.” 

The host of The Daily 
Show and Fox’s kingpin ex¬ 
changed some good-na¬ 
tured shots Wednesday dur¬ 
ing Stewart’s appearance on 
a network he relishes mock¬ 
ing. Stewart tossed off jokes 
but also criticized Fox for 
being a “cyclonic perpetual 
motion machine” opposing 
President Barack Obama. 


“They have taken reason¬ 
able concerns about this 
president and this economy 
and turned it into a full- 
fledged panic attack about 
the next coming of Chair¬ 
man Mao,” Stewart said. 

O’Reilly said the Obama 
attacks were primarily com¬ 
ing from Sean Hannity and 
Glenn Beck, who have two 
of the highest-rated pro¬ 
grams on Fox. O’Reilly 
called Beck an “eveiyman.” 

“He just spouts,” O’Reilly 
said. “He spouts for what he 
believes. If you think Beck 
spouts for the Republican 
Party, you’re out of your 


mind.” 

Fox cut off the taped in¬ 
terview at that point, saying 
more would be shown 
Thursday. 

Both men have appeared 
on each other’s show be¬ 
fore, but it was Stewart’s 
first time back since 2004. 
O’Reilly annoyed Comedy 
Central by calling Stewart’s 
audience primarily “stoned 
slackers”; on Wednesday, 
he amended it to “stoned 
slackers who love Obama.”

Cornish, Vt. residents of J.D. Salinger spoke about about the 
author foUwing his death. One called him a “good neighbour." 



J.D. Salinger supposedly 
spent the latter half of his 
life writing for his own 
pleasure, composing each 
day in a pine house in the 
hills that overlooked tow¬ 
ering maple trees, plowed 
hay fields and the 
neighbouring mountains 
of Vermont. 

The author of The Catch¬ 
er in the Rye, who died last 
week at age 91, lived here 
for more than 50 years and 
continued to publish 
throughout his first decade 
in Cornish, releasing such 
fiction as Franny and 
Zooey and Raise High the 
Roof Beam, Carpenters and 
Se 5 miour: An Introduction. 
But while he surely appre¬ 
ciated a setting that was 
“nice and peaceful,” a wish 
Holden Caulfield ex¬ 
pressed in Catcher, 
Salinger was essentially a 
cosmopolitan author who 
set much of his fiction on 
campuses and in his native 
New York City and the sur¬ 
rounding area.

Harvey declined to say 
more about what types of 
drugs were involved. He 
says those details will be 
released in about two 
weeks when a complete re¬ 
port is ready. Murphy died 
Dec. 20 at age 32 after col¬ 
lapsing at her Hollywood 
Hills home. Her mother 
and husband have said 
that the actress didn’t 
abuse prescription medica¬ 
tions or have an eating dis¬ 
order.

Glass family featured in 
much of his published 
work. But had he chosen to 
take on his immediate 
world, in Cornish, there 
would have been much — 
in the present and in the 
past — to inspire him. 

He might have respond¬ 
ed to the books about him, 
to the memoirs by his 
daughter and by Majmard 
that cast him as a crank 
and recluse in his Cornish 
years, an image foreign to 
the amiable and unassum¬ 
ing townsman fellow resi¬ 
dents had encountered. 

He might have chroni¬ 
cled his public life: the 
roast beef dinners at a 
church in nearby Windsor, 
Vt.; the Sunday trips (a lit¬ 
tle past 9 a.m., like clock¬ 
work, recalled neighbour 
Elizabeth Church) into 
town to buy The New York 
Times; visits to the auto 
shop and general store; the 
restoration overseen by 
Salinger’s wife, Colleen, of 


an old barn down the road. 

“We kept hearing all the 
garbage about how weird 
he was,” says Salinger 
neighbour and former 
state senator Peter Burling. 
“But he was a good neigh¬ 
bour completely integrat¬ 
ed into the town, with a re¬ 
al appreciation for young 
people. When we were 
kids, we used to have pic¬ 
nics out on his fields and 
he never seemed to mind.” 

Salinger might have 
looked to the past. Cornish 
once was an artist colony 
that included founder Au¬ 
gustus Saint-Gaudens, the 
Beaux-Arts sculptor known 
for his Civil War generals 
and a bronze statue of Di¬ 
ana in New York’s Metro¬ 
politan Museum of Art, 
and a novelist-painter 
named Winston Churchill 
who was later confused 
with the statesman of the 
same name, a standoff set¬ 
tled when the British 
Churchill agreed to use his 
middle initial “S.” Salinger 
might have tried to cap¬ 
ture in words Cornish 
painter Maxfield Parrish’s 
winterish-blue landscapes, 
or been intrigued by 
painter George de Forest 
Brush’s decision to live in a 
teepee on the grounds of 
Saint-Gaudens’ home. 

Or he might have embel¬ 
lished on recent headlines. 
In the Cornish hills was a 
true-to-life “phoney” wor¬ 
thy of Caulfield’s scorn, a 


German immigrant born 
Christian Karl Gerhartsre- 
iter who called himself 
Clark Rockefeller and pre¬ 
tended to be part of the bil¬ 
lionaire clan. 

In neighbouring Plain- 
field lived Ed and Elaine 
Brown, who saw no good 
reason to pay federal taxes, 
a belief they acted upon by 
secluding themselves and 
building a defence of boo¬ 
by traps and 50-calibre 
sniper rifles. 

“It’s funny that so many 
people were focused on 
Salinger when you had 
these other incredible 
events going on,” says Eliz¬ 
abeth Church, Salinger’s 
neighbour. 

Cornish residents, even 
those who spoke with him 
often, have no idea of what 
or whether Salinger wrote 
and are proud not to know. 
Revealing secrets in a 
small town can brand you 
for life, as fellow New 
Hampshire resident Grace 
Metalious learned in the 
1950s when her tell-all 
novel of incest, murder 
and lust, Pe54:on Place, en¬ 
raged the citizens of 
Gilmanton, 112 kilometres 
east of Cornish. 

Salinger’s neighbours 
and fellow Cornish resi¬ 
dents speak of the trust be¬ 
tween themselves and 
Salinger. 

Neither spoke out of 
turn about the other.

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) butter 

4 shallots, finely chopped 
1/2 lb (250 g) broccoli flo¬ 
rets 

6 oz (175 g) green beans, 
halved 

2 cups (500 ml) frozen 
corn 

9 slices bread, halved and 
crusts removed 
4 eggs 

2 1/3 cups (575 ml) 2% 
milk 

2 tbsp (25 ml) fresh chives, 
snipped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) fresh 

parsley, chopped 

3/4 cup (175 ml) cheddar 

cheese, grated 

salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Melt butter in frying 
pan. Add shallots and cook 
until softened. Cook broc¬ 
coli and green beans in 
boiling water until tender. 
Drain, then stir with shal¬ 


lots and corn in bowl; sea¬ 
son to taste. 

2. Arrange six halved 
bread slices side-by-side in 
lightly greased overproof 
dish. Top with half the 
broccoli mixture, add an¬ 
other layer of bread, then 
broccoli, then top with fi¬ 
nal layer of bread. 

3. Whisk eggs, milk, 
chives and parsley, then 
season. Pour mixture over 
layered bread and vegeta¬ 
bles, then sprinkle cheese 
on top. Set aside 30 
minutes. Preheat oven to 
350°F(180°C). 

4. Bake casserole 1 hour or 
until set, puffy and golden 
brown. Spoon strata onto 
serving plates.
